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Remarks 

By the foregoing Amendment, claims 1 , 2, and 20 are amended. No new matter 
is added by this Amendment. Support for these amendments is found throughout the 
specification and drawings, for example, in Figure 2 and paragraphs 0022 & 0025. 

Entry of the Amendment, and favorable consideration thereof, is earnestly requested. 

Previously, Applicant noted that in Molnar, the metal source is not disposed in 
the reaction chamber, but rather, is located outside of the reaction chamber, and the 
forming of the halide takes place outside of the reaction chamber and must be 
subsequently delivered to the reaction chamber via an injector— specifically, that Molnar 
teaches separate precursor-synthesis and reaction chambers, and that the metal 
source/halide formation is located in the precursor chamber, not the reaction chamber. 

In the Advisory Action of October 12, 2005, the Examiner has asserted that this 
precursor chamber is merely a subsection of a reaction chamber. 

Therefore, Applicant has amended the claims to clarify the above-described 
basic difference between Molnar and the present invention without relying on the above 
definition of the reaction chamber. In other words. Applicant has amended the claims to 
recite the particular arrangement that allows the halogen to flow over the metal source 
and produce the halide in the vicinity of the substrate. 

Accordingly, claims 1 and 2 have been amended to recite that the gaseous 
halide is conveyed through a gas inlet section to a substrate supported by the substrate 
holder without feed tubes. The Examiner has acknowledged this distinction between 
the present invention and the prior art. (Final Office Action of 7-26-05). Similarly, claim 
20 has been amended to recite that the metal sources are located in the main substrate 
holder. 
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It is respectfully submitted that claims 1-20, all of the claims remaining in the 
application, are in order for allowance, and early notice to that effect is respectfully 
requested.
